GENERAL NEWS. 

There Is one officer to every Sve man 
In the United States navy. 

Fifteen lives were lost in the burning 
of the Institute build ins on the 21st. 

Ex- President Arthur is preparing to 
spend the summer in the country , for 
hie health. 

There was a majority of 17 vote* 
against the motion to reconsider the 
Tariff bill. 

The Iowa State Temperance Alliance 
proposes to raise f 50,000 to enforce the 
State prohibition law. 

In St. Louis 20,000 children are daily 
taught the effects of alcohol and tobac- 
co upon the human By stem. 

The Lamina Zenana Medical Hohool 
has sent 00 women to India fitted to 
care for the eick and suffering women 
there. 

The W Indsor, 111., Oity Council, elect- 
ed by the Prohibitionists, has fixed the 
fee for a license to deal tn elder, hard 
or sweet, at $1,000 a year. 

The authorities of St. John's, Mich., 
do not take kindly to the Salvation 
Army, The soldiers are arrested every 
time that they try to parade. 

The Bey of Tunis has given a choice 
site of laud, worth $tl,0K. to a small 
Protestant congregation there, on 
which they intend to build a church. 

The Democratic Congressional con- 
vention that met at Greensburg, I ml., 
June 18th, re-nooiloated Judge Hol- 
man, the great Objector, nnd "watch 
dog of the Treasury," on the first bal- 
lot, 

The Buga] Call, a eerie* of entertain- 
ments, together with Exhibition of 
War Belies and Sate of Merchandise le 
to beheld at Memorial Building, Tole- 
do, O.. June 21st to July 6th, Sundays 
excepted. 

A careful estimate of the acreage 
and yield of the wheat crop In the 
United States, places this year 10 0,000, 
ixhi bushels in excess of last year, and 
is also estimated that there is fully 
100 ,000,000 bushels of last years crop 
unconaumed. 

Appalling mortality Is reported 
among the British troops stationed at 
Assouan, in Egypt. One hundred and 
six men of the Dorset regiment have 
died within the past two months. Of 
500 hundred invalids on their way to 
Cyprus ten dropped dead from heat. 

The River and Harbor bill, as finally 
fixed up by the Senate Committee, foots 
up $lH,ft00,000. The item for New 
York harbor has been increased to 
$1,600,000. A million has been added 
for the Potomac Hate. The House 
Committee will undoubtedly accept the 
additions made by the Senate. 

Harvesting is in progress in parts of 
Ohio and Indiana, and in large sections 
of Kentucky, Missoail, Kansas, and 
Tennessee the grain lias already been 
gathered. The yield in all these States 
with the exception of Kansas promises 
to be nearly up to the average, and in 
Missouri will be above the average.
